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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant contends that Clark and '202 do not 
teach a relasing force disengaging the detent as claimed. The examiner respectfully disagrees. The claim merely calls for conditional 
circumstance (i.e., the detent is in diengaged state when the foot is moved in responsive to a user applying a releasing force). 
Furthermore, the device of '202 inclduing the foot can be moved towards a user holding a handle (moving leftwards) while holding the 
detent 1 1 stationary.
